t would delete all references to emission types in part 97 of the ama- 
teur rules. Limitations on the possible bandwidth which an amauteur sig- 
nal may occupy in the various amateur bands. The increments are, less than 
035 khz ( code and Rtty) less than 3.5 khz sideband Am,NBFM, Indepentent 
Sideband emissions and AM) Because of the increased activity in the )20- 
450 mhz band, the commision is proposing to limit the maximum authorized 
bandwidth to 35 khz. Adoption of this proposal would eliminate the use 
of fast-scan TV. The commission is inviting comments as to what useful 
purpose is served, other than experimention by transmission of TV sign- 
als in the amateur band.
